" Th6 occasiion of a woman dy- 
ing in this town under suspicious 
circumstances has renewed some o- 
pinious I liave long entertained on 
the subject of a defect in oar crimi- 
nal jurisprudence, in relation to tbe 
assistance of medical persons both 
before the coroner's ini]^iiest, and 
on tbe subsequent trial : and on de- 
fects of the criminal law, I know 
of none to whom we can apply 
more suitably, than to Sir Samuel 
Romilly. 

" in Ireland, and I suppose in 
England also, there is no legal pro- 
vision for remunerating the sur<^eon. 
The consequence is that many, es- 
pecially the mote skilful and emi- 
uint in their profession, keep out 
ol the way, or if they attend, har- 
ry over the examination in a very 
superftcial manner, white in many 
iiibtances bungling practitioners of 
a lower order are employed, who 
are incapable of forming accura'e 
opinions of the causes of death.
